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"YOU DUTCHMEN , DON'T. KNOW HOW TO PLAY SOCCER" were the words of busin- 
ess man and President of the Hakoah Sportsclub, the late Jack Skolnik 
to his partner JOHN VAN HOBOKEN on an autumn day 1953. 


Quite understandable of Jack Skolnik to utter those words perhaps he 
had never had an opportunity to watch Dutch soccer. As his club was 
at the start of one of their greatest heights, a period now known as 
"the Tom Jack era", he was bubbling over with enthusiasm about Hakoah. 


Well, the ball was thrown at John van Hoboken's feet.. The challenge 
became a bet and the Hakoah President soon learned that once John van 
Hoboken started the ball rolling, he kept it rolling.. 


At 83 William Street, Melbourne, the baby was born and called WILHEL- 
MINA in respect to the then Queen of the Netherlands. 


It did not take long before the little one took its first steps in the 
reserves of the 4th Division. 


One of the opponents to be in 1953 was Shell Geelong, the first pure 
Dutch team in Victoria, but when the day drew near, Wilhelmina had a 
bye, because Shell (soccer) didn't any longer exist. 


Dutch players popped up everywhere and many who were Deegan for top 
lst Division team Prahran came over to Wilhelmina. 


A paddock at North Balwyn (near a wild park, no longer there) was the 
first home ground. Because of the hostile environment (too many 
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"boos"), it was left to the grazing cattle again. 


Richmond was the next stop and the first opposition came from a 
"handful" of gum trees, who were unceremoniously flattened and cut 
to size. In more or less the same way, were the opposing teams 

met and they fared badly. 


From 4th Division up to lst Division, Wilhelmina played 54 consec- 
utive games without suffering a single defeat. In one season they 
scored. 158 goals! . Two records still standing and have not been 
beaten yet. Something to be proud of. 


Players in those early days were Van de Berg, Lamers, Van de Peet, 
Remmers, Bakens (yes, now a referee in State League), Tom Olifiers 
(Captain); Benedick, Schipperheyn, Teuben and Appie van Dinther, 
the only one still connected with the club as a popular and capable 
leader of one of the junior teams. Also he kicks a ball still in 
our third team. 


In 1956 the influx of Dutch migrants reached its peak, and one 
particular passenger on the J.V.0. attracted a lot of interest, 
The hush-hush started already in Fremantle, because quite a few 
people saw a lot of Soccer football in that man, who wore proudly 
a white rabbit emblem on the lapel of his coat. This white rabb- 
it, hallmark of distinction in Holland, meant this is a Dutch 
international Soccer player. 


It didn't take long for "Sjel" de Bruyckere to make a name for him- 
self in Australia. He was soon on the lips of many followers of 
the game for his outstanding play, brilliant anticipation and a 
soccer boot full of tricks. Hardly 24 hours in Australia, he 

was on his way to Geelong for his first game in his new homeland. 


Driving in the Jaguar with the boss on the Geelong Road at seventy- 
plus, and noticing all the cars going the same way, he thought to 
himself, "Verdomme" soccer is bloody popular here! Not knowing 
that they were "footy fans", when arriving at a paddock, surrounded 
by a few dozen cars only and maybe twice as many people waiting at 
the sidelines, poor Sjel was stunned. 


Mind you, only a few weeks before, he was surrounded by the roar of 
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80,000 fans, to find himself now on that Australian paddock, it was 
just a little too much to put up with. He admitted later, "That 
evening I had a few tears in my eyes and asked myself, "What the heck 
have I done?" 


The Club had at that time, also an impressive line up off the field. 
Besides President J. van Hoboken, it had a Vice-President G. Ribbels, 
and J. Felix as Secretary, A. v/a Kroef 2nd Secretary, J. L. Hage 

lst Treasurer and F. Hupje end Treasurer. Team Managers were A. v/a 
Kroef, H. Petersen Snr., A. v/a Burg. Equipment Officer Chr. Veer- 
man, Groundsman M. Wagenmaker, Junior Team Manager G. Bakker, Editors 
Club Magazine G. Ribbels and A. Byloo. Trainer S. de Bruyckere. 


In later years A. van Duppen, A. vam Mullem and R. Rubens were very 
active. 


All the home games were now played at McDonald Reserve, Hawthorn. 

Many of us will recall this ground as very comely and snug with its 
natural slopes and picturesque cottage on the hill, where the boys 
changed into orange and we supporters outside on the verandah, exchang- 
ed our views on the game in lofty grandstand manner. 


There was no sitting accommodation, however one ardent supporter, a 
man of wide measurements and carrying 27 stones, parked his VW bus 
sideways near the sidelines, to open both doors and watch with dignity 
and keen observance the sparkling performances of Wilhelmina's first 
eleven, from a special built-in "throne". 


Finishing 5th place in lst Division (changed into State League) in 
1957 and winning the WORLD CUP that year, playing as Holland to beat 
Scotland 2 —- O. 


Missing by a hair the 1958 Championship, to end the season as runners- 
up to Juventus in the State League and winning for the first time 
(and only time yet) the famous DOCKERTY CUP. 


With 23 votes, Wilhelmina's Captain, Bill Westerveld, became the 
winner of the ARGUS MEDAL for 1958 as the BEST & FAIREST player of the 
year . A great thrill for Bill and all of us at Wilhelmina. 


The late fifties and early sixties was a very successful era, with 
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many colourful highlights and decisive "battles". 


Fixed in the mind is that afternoon Wilhelmina took the field against 
George Cross at Olympic Park, in which game four players were sent 
off (Sacco, Zammit, Pronk, Morks) and two more cautioned by referee 
Fred Hutchison. 


It was a real ding-dong battle and all sorts of missiles were flying 
through the air (mostly bottles that time) and the police had their 
hands full to subdue the over~zealous spectators. 


With only 20 minutes left and leading 1 - O, Captain de Bruyckere 

took over the goalkeeper's position, when Cor Morks g0t his marching 
orders. George Cross, smelling victory, stormed the goal and forced 
six corners in a row, but Sjel rose to the occasion and kept them 
from scoring. With amazing agility he found his way through a forest 
of legs, with a sureness of a seasoned rugby player. The climax came 
at the end, when the maestro was carried off the field shoulder—high 
by his jubilant team mates. 


In 1959 Wilhelmina finished at the top of Victorian Soccer, as State 
League Champions, and reached the semi-final of the Sun Cup. The 
Reserves were runners-up in the Harry Armstrong Cup, being defeated 
by Polonia, by the only goal in the final. 


These were glorious years of excellent and spectacular football and 

no wonder the team got headlines such as this: "Wonderful, wonder- 

ful Wilhelmina". These were the times the men in orange played for 
thousands of newly won supporters. 


The successes on the field were unfortunately overshadowed by some 
serious accidents. Rein Yntema, playing as centre-forward for Vic- 
toria, broke his leg against the visiting Hungarian top side Feren- 
cvaros, and a year later on September 27th 1959, Sjel de Bruyckere 
was carried off the ground in a game against Hakoah after only 20 
minutes of play, with a fractured leg. 


Wilhelmina's News Bulletin called it "the greatest disaster Wilhel- 
mina has at any time experienced during their six years of exist- 
ence. 
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The year '59 was going to end with another, even more tragic, event, 
when the popular centre half Bill Westerveld had a very serious car 
accident and lost an arm.’ 


Regular players of our champion team were:. Morks, Janssen, Sloothaak, 
Mathyssen, Remmers, Westerveld, Noy, Luyten, Keuken, Yatema, de ebU ye 
ckere, Petersen. 


Half way through 1960 we saw the arrival of Hans Alleman (ex-Zeist and 
Heerenveen) and Dick.van Alphen (ex-Volewyckers) to strengthen the 
depleted Wilhelmina ranks. Dick van Alphen was to become the. best 
centre—half we ever had and a very fine sportsman on the field. 


Three proud Wilhelmina fans asked for a small place in Soccer News to 
boast about their idol, Arie Luyten. "If at 38 years of age this 
winger is still called a star, we very much wonder how this player 
must have been described in his prime". They continued their letter 
with the following appeal: "If ever the V.A.S.F.A. (now V.S.F.) 
introduced a KNIGHTHOOD of their Association, as is done in many over~ 
seas countries, please consider this marvel as one of your victims." 


An overseas visitor, English soccer commentator Bernard Moss, sent by 
the English Pools to Australia, had this to say about our team: 
"Wilhelmina of Melbourne played in the manner most suited to please 
the English public". He believed that this Victorian team Wilhelmina, 
would top the tables in English Second Division. 


After these praising and very flattering words of an expert from the 
birth-place of soccer-football, we more closely connected with the club 
saw a little more and that was not always sc scientific and polished. 


Who could forget those big matches with "arch-enemy" Juventus at 
Olympic Park? At one of them, the soccer-field was described as a 
casualty—clearing-station when after 30 minutes of extra time, Juventus 
and Wilhelmina bruised their way to a 2 - 2 draw. 


Speed and skill were put aside for brute strength. Four players had 
become ineffective, Plateo, Bottari, Remmers and Luyten, respectively 
with hip, knee, thigh and stomach injuries. Six other pleyers rec- 
eived attention, but recovered to play on strongly. 
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To make it worse, Wilhelmina lost their key player, namely left—back 


Cor Mathyssen, our PENALTY KING paid his penalty for disobedience 


after an infringement and was sent off by referee Harrison. Cor, 


in his indignation, vowed NEVER to meet that "bloody cop" again, 
only to end up at a rather boisterous party thrown by Frits Hupje 
and to come eye to eye with ....... referee Harrison. The story 
goes that both have been seen leaving the place, arm in arm, in a 
particular merry—making mood. It shows what Melbourne's Bitter 
does for you! 


Players who represented Australia or Victoria were: Ruyters, Jan- 
ssen, Morks, de Bruyckere, Hearn, Yntema, Keuken, Mathyssen, Noy, 
Luyten, Westerveld and van Alphen. 


1961 - the last yéar at Hawthorn and more successes. The first 
team seized the State League Cup and the Seconds took the HARRY 
ARMSTRONG CUP home. As you see, the supporters had no reason to 
complain and their appetite for goals was satisfied. 


Fish hawker Arie Jansen, with his well known small cart, was present 
every home game to look after another appetite, namely the keenness 


for the Dutch "zee~banket" (fresh herring). 


One of the games which stood out of many good ones, was the match at 


Port Melbourne against Slavia. Wilhelmina, that day, rose to the 
top of the State League ladder on the crest of a "flood" of goals. 


The just arrived Leo Beerendonk struck top form and scored a double 
hat trick of six goals. 


Dick van Alphen then tried as a centre-forward scored also. Slavia 
led at half time 2 - 0 to get "drowned" by a final 2 - 8 score. 


Promises for many a player were fulfilled, so too for ex-Blauw-Wit 
goalkeeper Rob van Heeswyk. A job and car, a nice home. But 
this excellent goalie couldn't settle down. "There is only one 
Amsterdam", he used to say, and after a few disappointing months 

he sailed back to his Mokum, leaving us behind with the argument 
"how efficient he was between the sticks". 


Whilst at the weekends winger Jan Bons made circles around his 
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opponents at Olympic Park's green, and Henny van de Linde glided his 
team with 3 goals to a win, in ankle deep slush at Heidelberg's Olympic 
Village mudbath, at the other end of Melbourne in Ringwood, Wilhelmina 
was transforming a large piece of bushland into a soccer mecca; a lush 
green oasis, flanked by a complete light installation and concrete 
terraces with a fine clubhouse and grandstand. 


A small but alert bunch of volunteers, under John van Hoboken Jnr., who 
designed it all, spent many hours gathering blisters, by laying bricks, 
putting up fences, digging trenches, pushing wheelbarrows, watering 

the grass, brushing some paint on bare wood, planting trees and shrubs 
and getting an army of lawn mowers moving over a beautiful green pitch. 


In between we had some entertainment by the brighter half of a very 
bright line up of players. Jan Bons provided the latest (and spicy) 
jokes and Puck (Moustache) Storimans always good for a laugh, was the 
team's comedian. He was proclaimed to be "the greatest" in Ringwood's 
Soccer circles and invited Surgeon Huub Vleugels to use his instrument, 
the circular saw, and take away one of his legs, after all he only 
used his right one (see photo) anyway. 


At one of his field days, at Moreland this time, our Puck himself not 
a softie, was nicely laid out on the ground by a burlier opponent. 
The man with the whistle absorbed by the movement of the ball, forgot 
altogether the man on his belly laying, and for justice erying Puck 
Storimans. Instead of letting go that curse on his lips, he made a 
large sign of the cross, with a majestic gesture of surrender to the 
man in the middle. 


Well, the days of Hawthorn were over and faithful Albert van Duppen 
did not need any longer to roll out the yards and yards of cable, that 
provided the electric light at the training nights. 


The stage was set for another great and exciting season. 1962 started 
with a big bang, for the Ringwood side. The final of the Ampol Cup 
was reached and the Cup holders, George Cross, were the opponents. 


The game was heralded as the match of the year, and the promise of 90 
minutes of lst class soccer. 


And what a thriller it was. Two evenly matched teams were scoreless 
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by dozens of young admirers afier a power display of winning Soccex: 
against the Lions. 


Gradually the all Dutch eleven had become a mixture of many nation- 
alities. After the Dane Leif Petersen, we saw the South African 
Neville Luyt in action and had a very good winger in the German 
Zochal. 


The Irish, Scottish and English were all received with open arms, 
when the steady stream from the Dutch lowlands dried up. 


The Juniors, so often the forgotten and neglected part, were making 
steady progress under good leadership. In 1966 we saw the first 
juniors breaking through to the Senior teams. Dick Treffers, 

Kees Luyten, Tony Watson and Gerry Noy (brother of famous Tony) » 
However, the last three found the going too fast and preferred the 
slower pace of a lower division more in line with their competence. 


Unmistakeable, we had arrived at a rather lean period, and it 
took time to get used to the meagre results after all that glory, 
glory, allelujah! 


Through the ups and downs of the mid-sixties, it must have given 
the club and its dwindling supporters an awareness for sure, how 
valuable some players have been to the club in faithful service 
and high sporting conduct. Everybody must agree, that one man 
in particular stands out as an example of a real sport. PIET 
BROUWER has seen better players taking over his position, but 

at the same time has always been ready when called upon to show 
his STERLING QUALITIES. 


Passing the revue between 1964 - 67 were, for instance, tall 
John Gundelach and the other well know custodian, Norm Hob- 
son. There were Don Cameron, Tom Carmichael and a re-appear— 
ance of that "wonderteam" boy Tjibbe Keuken. 


Peter Aldis, who played for Aston Villa in the English Cup Final 
strengthened our defence later in '66, but the earlier bad 
results and unsettling changes in the team, plus a very unlucky 
game against a weaker Alexander in one of the last rounds — 
Wilhelmina was doomed and relegated to lst Division. 
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"That's the end", cried the prophets of despair, and indeed it seemed 
that the "I told you so's" were right when the start in lst Division 
was just short of disastrous. "They haven't got the players", "The 
coach is no good", "Hoboken's fault", "Look at that, isn't it terrible", 
"Crikey, wake up, clot", etc., etc., etc. After this avalanche of 
supporters' grief, the team, with a few more games under their belt, was 
shaping up to a better deal with their surroundings. 


The coach, Jan Bens, got to know his "material" and the players, feel- 
ing more confident. The arrival of Bobby "Dazzler". Wyatt and goal 
grabber Steve Atkins stirred up our enthusiasm and hopes. 


Three promising juniors in Gerry Keuken, Peter Flynn and John Feenstra 
made their appearance felt in the first, and it is the fervent hope 
that they persevere, despite some short-term setbacks. 


The end of 1967 brought many honours to Ringwood City Wilhelmina. 
First team champions, by scoring twice as many goals as their oppon~ 
ents. The Seconds unbeaten with a total of 106 goals. Other champ— 
ions: The Open Age team, under 16's, 14's, 12's, and under 105 
Reason for much jubilation at Jubilee Park. 


Back in State League, the going will be hard, but with the backing of 
people with good will and right intentions, Wilhelmina could become a 
delight to watch again and a club proud to belong to. My admiration 
for all the people who worked for Wilhelmina and still do under not 
always ideal conditions! People who brought the club where it is 
today. However, were it not for one man, who as Founder and President 
at the heim of Wilhelmina for 15 years, giving his time and financial 
support, I wonder where this club would be. His sacrifices for the 
club were unlimited, he worked and fought for it, with his heart and 
soul. In the name of all who have enjoyed being close to the boa ees 
THANK YOU and CONGRATULATIONS with your achievements. 


To all you Supporters, close the ranks, back your team in word and 
deed, so we may one day flood our Ringwood Stadium with sheer joyous 
sound of the West Ham type: 


"I'M FOREVER BLOWING BUBBLES".

A Scotchman, of 1940 vintage. (Must have been a good year!) Born 
in Crosshill, near Lochgelly, County of Fife, and not far from an- 
other Loch, namely Lochness, which has a lake rendered famous 
through its occupant, the pre-historic monster of Lochness. The 
little Bobby scored his first successes as a soccer player at the 
age of 6, when many glass panes in his home town showed proof of a 
powerful kick. Being used to seeing Bobby Adams operate at centre 
half, it will surprise our readers to learn that he originally 
played at inside left, and as such qualified for the school team, 
together with Dennis Law and Lochead, presently with Inglish prof- 
essional team Burnley. 
The urge to fly away came already at the age of 19, when Bobby 
Adams and Allen Villers both decided to answer an advertisement 
for new players from Hakoah. From the time of his arrival over 
here Bobby played for Hakoah, where he wore the familiar number 
5 jersey. Amongst happy memories of that period he can recall 
being in the team that finished as runners up to George Cross 
in the 1963 Dockerty Cup final. Less pleasant thoughts are to 
have caused 4 penaliies in a row, all for hands, against Hakoah, 
in 4 consecutive games. This, and other personal reasons event— 
ually lead in 1964 to a transfer to George Cross. Here he immed— 
iately came into the limelight! For this became George Cross' 
golden year, in which they won the Australia Cup against Apia 
in Sydney, immediately followed in early 1965 by a victory in 
the final of the Ampol evening cup competition against his form- 


er team Hakoah. 
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OUR PLAYER OF THE MONTH ~ BOBBY ADAMS: (Continued) 
“Prom the Australia Cup final in Sydney Bobby has still rather funny 
memories. After the game someone appeared to have "souvenired" his 
shoes, and poor Bobby had to board the plane for Melbourne much against 
his liking in his socks, which however made a delightful sight for his 
team mates. Only after the plane had landed in Melbourne and having 
already boarded a taxi in despair, still wearing his cotton socks, the 
shoes came flying through the car window. Naughty, naughty little 
boys! Bobby Adams also stayed with the Cross during the difficult 
years, which followed, until the 1967 season, when Bobby found the 
distance to travel to attend the training nights too far. After long 
negotiations about the transfer fee Ringwood City Wilhelmina finally 
bought him at a then considered to be high transfer fee. Today after 
Bobby is constantly improving rather than deteriorating with age, we 
have no regret. And we may safely say that he has become our main 
pivot in defence together with Bobby Thomson, the big stumbling 
block of all State League sides. Just ask them!

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So often you hear the complaint "not enough goals are scored" and 
indeed, no matter how excellent the standard of play might be, it is 
GOALS that feed the crowd and keep them coming, roaring for more, 
because their appetite is unsatiated. Before anybody starts accus-— 
ing me of trying to spoil this healthy appetite and in their horror 
see already nightmare visions of supporters waddling away from the 
stands, like the poor well fed goose that ends up in a liver-—pie, I 
like to say that most of us of course, never want to be buried under 
an avalanche of goals a la Aussie Rules and talking about that goose, 
he didn't like his compulsory feeding either'. 

But joking apart, to me a football game without a goal, is like a 
pie without sauce or a hen that doesn't lay eggs and expects to sur- 
vive. It is a fact that there is a gradual decline in scoring in 
our game of soccer. Mainly due to modern ‘tactics and systems which . 
lay the emphasis on defence. 

George Boulogne, France's National Soccer Instructor in "France ; 
Football" and a "gastronome" in his own right, "dished up the sub-— 
ject of some hot discussion abroad, namely ENLARGING THE GOAL. 
"While the goal has remained for ever the same size" says Boulogne, 
"the keepers' capacities for defending it, have grown considerably."

The best way to go about it is to share the expenses of these broad— 
casts in proportion between the clubs and the V.S.F. For instance, 
if all State League clubs would contribute an amount of $20.—- to- 
wards such a soccer program, thus making a total of $240.-- and the 
first division teams would each give $10.-—, with all the lower div- 
isions Seas Geer this will raise in the vicinity of $600.—-.

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REFEREE'S CORNER 
Goalkeeper _- Law 12 
The law states that an indirect free kick shall be given if the goal- 
keeper takes more than 4 steps whilst holding, bouncing or throwing the 
ball in the air and catching it again without releasing it so that it is 
played by another player, or 
indulges in tactics which, in the opinion of the Referee are designed 
merely to hold up the game and thus wasting time and so give an unfair 
advantage to his own team. 
4s far as the four steps are concerned, while holding, bouncing or throw 
-ing the ball in the air and catching it again, I would like to explain 
the following: 
The goalkeeper may take one step then dribble the ball with thé feet, 
catch it again and take three further steps, or two steps — dribble, 
and two further steps, or three steps — dribble and one further step, 
but after having taken the four steps "whilst holding, bouncing or 
throwing the ball in the air and catching it again" he must release 
the ball so that it is played by another player. 
In addition, the Referees' Committee of F.I.F.A. discussed seven quest-— 
ions submitted by the Danish Football Association and these questions, 
together with the decision of the Referees' Committee are set out as 
follows:— 
Question No. 1 — The goalkeeper fists the ball from the goal area into 
she penalty ane. and after running, ¢.g- 10 steps catches the ball 
and moves 4 steps, holding the ball 
Answer - Permissible. 
Question No. 2 - The goalkeeper, without at any moment. HOLDING the ball, 
fists or flat-handedly pats the ball along, thereby running e.g. 10 
steps. .-.Amswer.—-Not Permissible. . 


i — - 
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REFEREE'S CORNER: (Continued) 
Question No. 3 - The goalkeeper, after having caught the ball, moves 
two steps holding it. Then he lays it down and dribbles, e.g. 10 
steps, picks it up with his hand and moves two additional steps hold- 
ing it. Answer -— Permissible. 
Question No. 4 — Same as (3) only "..... moves 4 additional steps". 
Answer — Not permissible. 
Question No. 5 — The goalkeeper, after having caught the ball, moves 
two steps holding it. Then he rolls it e.g. 8 yards forward, picks 
it up after having run 10 steps, and then moves two additional steps 
holding it. Answer — Permissible. 
Question No. 6 — Same as (5) only "...... moves 4 additional steps". 
Answer — Not permissible. 
Question No. 7 - The goalkeeper, after having caught the ball, 
immediately throws it in the air over the head of an opponent, 
lets it drop to the ground, runs around the opponent, dribbles 
the ball e.g. 10 steps, picks it up and moves 4 steps holding 
the ball. Answer — Permissible. 
..AND NOW FOR THE RULES, WHICH OUR READERS WOULD LIKE EXPLAINED. 
Question - How high is a player allowed to lift up his foot to 
kick a ball, before committing a foul? 
Answer -—- As high as he likes, provided, in the opinion of the 
Referee, it is not dangerous to another player. 
Question - When can a Referee ignore a player, who is in an 
obvious off~side position? 
Answer - The Referee can refrain from penalising off-side. if, 
in his opinion, the player concerned is not interfer- 
ing with play, nor with an opponent, nor seeking to 


gain an advantage.

Answer -—- Obstruction is, when not playing the ball, intentionally 
obstructing an opponent, i.e. by running between the oppon— 
ent and the ball, or interposing the body so as to form an 
obstacle to an opponent.
